ven much sooner than was contemplated, the 
result which was foreseen by all those who 
had turned their attention to the afTuirs of 
that nation. 
King Charles and his Ministers 


seem to have determined, by an open viola- 
tion ofthe Charter, and at all hazards, to re- 
press the spirit of freedom, which the Report 
ofthe Ministers fully proves they well knew 
prevailed among all classes throughout the 
kingdom—a new Revolution in France has 
been the consequence of these harsh mea- 
sures, the details of which will be found ar- 
ranged below. —Halt. Ga-/,. 


The Royal Ordonnunces, dissolving the 


Chambers of Deputies, suspending the liber- 
ty of the Press, and invading the elective 
franchise, which were the immediate cause of 
the explosion, were published on the 26th of 
July, which was Monday. 
Simultaneously 


with the issuing of these" decrees, 
Marshal 


Miirmont (l)nke of Ragtisa) \vasinvested with 
the command yf (lie troops. 
On the same 


day, 
the Bank refused to discount bills, upon 


which ail the manufacturers discharged their 
workmen, and ihe streets of Paris w'ere filled 
with groups discussing- aloud the extraordi- 
narv state of things. 
On the evening ofthe 


same day, an ordinance ofthe Police, prohi- 
biting the distribution of printed writings, nr 
suilirring them tit be read, contrary to the 
oidmance o f t h e King, was posted'up, and 
served to increase the agitation. 


Tuesday the 27th, was early a day of great 


excitement and agitation. 
The Police were 


busy in attempting to prevent the people 
from visiting the usual places of resort for 
papers and news. The Journal of Commerce 
appeared by permission, and a royal ordi- 
nance was issued, requiring the printer to 
proceed with its composition the following- 
day. 
A similar order was issued for the pub- 


lication of La trance Nouvelle, but it was j 
disnbeved. 


In consequence of the decree against the 


freedom ofthe pres?, all the liberal or mode- 
rate papers ofthe Liberal side were suppres- 
sed on ihe 27th. The proprietors of Journals 
purely ministerial experienced, of course, no 
difficulty ; but all others which treated, in 
the most remote degree, of political matters, 
.vere unlicensed. 


Several battalions of the guards were under 


irms at an early hour in the Champs Elvses, 
tnd the people observing them, began to'form 
n groups in the Palais 'Royal and elsewhere. 
The excitement was excessive, and scenes of 
'iolence occurred, and some blood was shed. 
One of the g-ens d' armes was killed in the 
Calais Royal in a burst of popular fuiy, occa- 
:ioned by an attempt to prevent the reading 
if one of the popular Journals, 
The gen d' 


rmes paraded the streets with orders to fire 
n case of any excesses. Late in tlie evening 
the offices of the three papers who published 
in defiance ofthe decree, were burst open by 
force, and the presses seized. 


On Tuesday afternoon, it was well under- 


stood throughout Paris, that a general meet- 


hurled down upon the lu-utU ofthe soldiers. 
An English gentleman, (who-<e name our in- 
formant could not learn) on looking- out of a 
window of a house in the Rue St.' Ilonore, 
was shot dead by the military. 
A pur'y of 


the National Guard got possession of the Tu. 
illeries after a desperate conflict between 
them and the King's Swiss Guard, in which 50 
ofthe latter were killed. 
Upwards of 1,000 


lives, it is supposed, were sacrificed in this 
desperate struggle between the King's forces 
and the inhabitants. 
A regiment of Lancers 


suffered dreadfully. The result was, that the 
troops were driven out of the city, and Paris 
was under the protection ofthe Nat'I Guard, 
commanded by La Kavette. 


On Wednesday morning, tlie 2Sth, at four j 


o'clock, the people began to assemble at ma 
ny points, but principally in the Rue St Ho 
nore. 
The well dressed mob of the prece- 


ding-day reappeared, and reinforced, bu' 
were outnumbered by the terrible men from 
the Faubourgs of St. Antoine and Marceau. 
The Tuilleries were approached, but no act 
of hostility occurred up to 10 o'clock. 
In the 


mean while the brave ofthe cidevant National 
Guard began to assemble on the Boulevards, 
in the Place de Grevr, and in other places, 
with the certainty of death, if defeated. 
At 


the same moment u new and most important 
incident occurred. 
The students ofthe Po- 


lytechnic School having been dismissed with- 
out their swords (lads of from 15 to 2o years 
of age) joined the people to a man, then sep- 
arated," proceeding singly to different parts to 
take the command of the people, or rather to 
receive it from them ; and nobly did they re- 
pay the confidence so placed in "them. In an 
hour an immense force was brought to bear 
on several points. The Hotel de Ville was 
attacked, carried, and became the point d'ap- 
pui. The depot of" artillery in the Rue du 
Hac was also carried, and the cannon carried 
off'to the most important points, and worked 
with amazing- coolness and effect for 12 hours 
by these heroic youths. The Tuilleries were

A bind of ciliKois 5nok the body of one of 
their $]*~m co-jipituons to the Place de 3j 
Knnrsc, stripped and exhibited h, sim^und- 
ed by candles, ini'nl unceasing cries of "* Yen. 


ofthe Royal Guard (all of whom were Vt-ndc- 
ans) ; they were the first soldiers who fired 
on the people this day. 
Karly in the day ihe 


Sapeurs Pompier-,surrendered. 
A larg-epro- 


pcinion of the gen d'arme.s- soon afterwards 
followed '.heir example. 
The 5th Reg-iment 


were ordered "Make ready (" to fire on the 
people on the Boulevard. They did so". 
"Present!'-" and they turned ibeir pieces on 
their Colonel, waiting- with singular coolness 
for the word "Fire!" 
That officer immedi- 


ately broke his sword upon his knee, tore off 
his epaulettes, and retired. 
The 
people 


threw themselves into the arms of thesoldiers, 
who received their embrace, but maintained 
their position. "Vive la lig-ne !" (regiments 
of the line) was, in consecjuer.ee, during- the 
nig-lil, and ever since, a constant exclamation 
with the people. 


_ At 10 o'clock, in the Hue Richelieu, and all 
the neig-hborliood of" the Rue St. Ilonore, the 
parties were en face. 
The 3d Guards main- 


tamed the appearance of determination to 
%ht. The pi-ople were accumulating frig-ht- 
fully. Not a word was spoken. The Garden 
of the Tuilleries was closed. 
In the Place du 


Csrousel there were three squadrons of Lan- 
cers ofthe Royal Guard, a battalion of the 2d 
Regiment ofthe Guards, and a battery of six 
pieces, also of the Guards. 
The Tuilleries 


and Louvre were occupied by a regiment of 
Swiss Guards. 
Unhappy me'n ! the example 


of former days was lost upon them. They all 
perished ! A short time having elapsed, a 
dreadful tiraillade was heard in the direction 
of the Place de Greve. 
It v.-ag answered by a 


rolling fire in every direction, and, in 5 min- 
utes, 15,000 cf the finest troops in the world 
found themselves engaged wish citizens, va- 
riously armed. _ Here was a small party of el- 
derly mtn, National Guards, who. with a sang- 
froid only equalled by that of the beardless 
students of the Polytechnic School, opened 
their fire on the Hoyal Guard—horse and foot, 
and artillery, French and Swiss—taking espe- 
cial care to avoid injuring regiments of the 
line, who remained grave spectators of the ! 
slaughter lh*t ensued. 
In another direction 


might be seen the ferocious Fet'eres of the 
quarters St. Antoineand Marceau, with their 
pikes of 1815, or oilier less, terrible looting 
weapons—thousands of women and unarmed 


with order and precision by 100,000 men, 
who never before thk week figured as sol- 
diers—under the influence, to' be sure, of 
those heroic youths, the scholars of the K- 
cole Polyteclmique, ami the example ofthe 
iNational Guards. A decent gravity reigned 
every where during the davC 
At" cverv in- 


stant were to be met men carrying on biers' 
such of the wounded as could be curried to 
the hospitals with safety; 1.500 are in the 
Hotel Dieti alone. 
While each of these un- 


fortunate .poor fellows passed, every man 
present spontaneously and most respectfully 
took ofl'his hat. The dead were also honorably 
disposed of. The number in the Louvre was 
immense. 
Eighty were borne to a spot op- 


posite the eastern gate of that building yes- 
terday, and buried with military honors.— 
Nearly as many were put on board of u light- 
er and brought down the Seine to 'the 
Champ de Mars, and there appropriately in- 
terred. 
A considerable number, among 


whom were four Englishmen, who fell on the 
preceding day, were buried in the Aiarche 
des Innocens. 


The evening was, if possible, more inte- 


resting and imposing. 
Already had the 


principal portion of the Garde Nntionale 
been recognised, and with "the- people," the 
persons dignified by the superior order as 
canaille, been put in possession of nil the 
military posts of the metropolis, and occupi- 
ed them with the air of veterans. 
Along- the 


quays and streets the female inhabitants were 
to be seen seated in groups preparing ban- 
dages and lint for the wounded- 
The pas- 


sages (arcades) uflbrded striking instances of 
this benevolent disposition. All the milli- 
ners, and their sbopworkrnen and workwo- 
men, 
were to be seen sitting outside their 


shop (because those, being closed. nfToi-i 


diet. The people occupied the Quai Pclle- 
teir and the Place de Grcvc. 
After a most 


sang-uinary struggle, they were slowly heat-' 
en from the Quay into the Place, which, with 
the Hotel de Ville, they maintained against 
some of the finest troops in the universe 
throughout the day, and until those troops 
retreated. 


On Friday the shops were still very gener- 


ally closed, notwithstanding the proclama- 
tion of the municipality. 
Much distress 


Would have been felt by the people, (being 
all unemployed) had not arrangements been 
made for Uieir subsistence. The families re-, 
quiring aid, received provisions, Sec. The 
men on duty, in like manner, received bread, 
cheese, meat and wine, while the diO'erent 
parties paraded through the streets, prece- 
ded by a drum. 


The National Guard will have immortali- 


zed itself by its exemplary conduct, in pro- 
tecting person* and property from possible 
injury. 
To the credit of the Parisians, be it 


known, that amid all their excitement, no 
foreigner has been insulted ; but a!) the terms 
of eulogy would be exhausted, were we to 
dwell upon the valor of the French during- 
the combat,and their excellent conduct when 
even flushed with victory over an obstinate 
and brave enemy.

They are principally of 
the working classes, and on Thursday night 
presented a most grotesque appearance. 


The loss of both parties on Thursday (July 


29th) was immense. It was evident to every 
man who saw them that the French troop* 
were dejected. 
Some of them had not tast- 


ed food for 30 hours. 
They fought, moreo- 


ver, against their own countrymen. 
The 


poor Swiss had still more cause for dejection, 
for they apprehended that no quarter would 
be shown them. They were wrong, for the 
! ves of all who surrendered were spared.— 
The people fought like lions. 


At one point a woman, in the costume of 


her sex, headed the Bourgeois, and was the 
boldest ofthe combatants,'if degrees of bra- 
very can be admitted in this mowt memorable 
conflict of modern times.

fntereslin^ Rail-Head Experiments. 
In the course of yesterday some cx- 


perime.nts were made on the Rail-road, 
which illustrated in a striking manner 
the immense facilities'which this mode 
of transportation offers for the convey- 
ance of heavy burdens. About 9 o'- 
clock in the morning, 4 waggons were 
attached to each other, whose weight 
and contents were as follows :—Two 
ol the waggons were laden with three 
tons of coal each, and the other two 
contained each two and a half tons of 
iron. 
The waggons themselves were 


estimated to weigh three-fourths of a 
ton each, and the weight of four men 
who rode on them was about one-fourth 
of a ton. 
With this load, making an 


aggregate weight offour le,en a ml a quar- 
ter tons, a single hoi'se travelled with 
ease from the depot at Pratt street to 
the Mills, at the rate of three miles an 
hour,encountering for half the distance 
an elevation in the road of twelve to 
twenty feet in the mile. The experi- 
ment was witnessed by numbers of 
passengers on the road. 


About five o'clock in the afternoon, 


a train of eight waggons, laden with 
stone rails, started from ihe Mills with 
one horse. 
The weight of the rails 


was estimated to be twenty-eight tons ; 
the waggons themselves weighed each 
three-fourths of a ton, or 6 tons in a.11; 
and twenty-two laborers rode on top of 
them, whose aggregate weight was one 
and a half tons. 
The entire weight of 


the whole, therefore, was lliirty-flue and 
n haljlojis; and yet with ibis immense 
load a single horse trotted to the Patter- 
son Viaduct, in the vicinity of which 
the rails were required. 
All the wag- 


gons used in these experiments were 
of the common kind, except one of the 
coctl waggons, which is on the Winans* 
plan.

Atrocious Act.—We learn, that on the 


nights of Friday the 6th, and Monday 
the 8th of August, two different at- 
tempts were made to poison the family 
of ihe Rev. Jnrnes M'Connet, of Deer 
township, Allegheny Co. by impregna- 
ting the water in the draw well, with a 
poisonous substance. 
In the first in- 


stance the poison was thrown into the 
well itself, and was only attended with 
nausea and sickness of the stomach of 
such of the family as had drank of the 
water the next day; but in the second, 
the poisonous substance was thrown in- 
to the well bucket, which happened to 
be at the bottom of the well at the lime. 
Mrs. M'Connel unfortunately drank of 
the water next morning without exam- 
ination, and was shortly after seized 
with violent vomitings and spasms.— 
Medical aid was obtained, and although 
she has thus been saved from prema- 
ture death, yet we learn she is yet very 
seriously ill. We understand that some 
of the mixture was found wrapped up 
in a piece of brown paper, in the well 
bucket, and that it contained a portion 
of arsenic.
